A  message  from  the  House  of  Delegates  was  delivered  by  Gene- 
ral Nelson  : 

That  tljey  have  agreed  to  a  resolution,  that  the  Governor,  with 
advice  of  the  Council,  be  desired  to  use  such  methods  to  procure 
salt  for  the  inhabitants  of  this  Commonwealth,  as  he  shall  think  pro- 
per; to  which  they  desire  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate.  And  he 
delivered  in  the  same,  and  then  withdrew. 

The  said  resolution  was  read;  and  on  the  question  put  thereupon, 
agreed  to  by  the  House. 

The  several  petitions  of  George  Latong,  John  Jones  and  William 
Hicks,  jun.  praying  to  be  appointed  door-keeper  to  the  Senate,  in 
the  room  of  William  Rose,  jun.  were  presented  to  the  House  and 
read. 

On  a  motion  made, 

Ordered,  That  William  Hicks,  jun.  be  appointed  a  door-keeper 
to  this  House. 

Ordered,  That  a  committee  of  Privileges  and  Elections  be  ap- 
pointed. 

And  a  committee  was  appointed  of  the  following  persons:  Messrs. 
Lewis,  Taylor,  Holt,  Cabell,  Jones,  Bassett,  Coles,  Moore,  Ellzey, 
Brooke  and  Simpson  ;  and  they  are  to  meet  and  adjourn  from  day 
to  day,  and  examine  in  the  first  place,  the  certificates  of  the  elections 
of  Senators  to  serve  in  this  present  General  Assembly;  and  to  take 
into  consideration  all  such  matters  as  shall  or  may  come  in  question, 
touching  returns,  elections  and  privileges,  and  to  report  their  pro- 
reeding?,  with  their  opinions  thereupon,  from  time  to  time,  to  the 
House;  and  they  are  to  have  power  to  send  for  persons,  papers  and 
records,  for  their  information. 

Resolved,  That  five  of  the  said  committee  be  a  sufficient  number 
to  proceed  to  business. 

And  then  the  House  adjourned  till  to-morrow  morning,  10  o'clock. 


WEDNESDAY,  October  21,   1778. 

A  message  from  the  House  of  Delegates  was  delivered  by  Mr. 
Carter: 

That  the  Governor  having  communicated  to  them,  and  requested 
the  advice  of  the  General  Assembly,  how  to  proceed  on  information 
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which  he  hatli  received  from  Major  Thomas  IMatthews,  the  officer 
commanding  at  fort  Henry,  that  a  British  officer  has  arrived  there, 
charged  with  despatches  from  the  enemy  at  New  York,  directed  to 
the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  to  the  several  officers  of  government 
in  this   State,  and  tlie  ministers  of  the  Gospel,  winch  the  said  Major 
Matthews  hath  refused  to  receive,  till  he  shall  know  the  pleasme  of 
the  Governor  therein;  they  have  agreed  to  a  resolution,  that  his  ex- 
cellency the  Governor  be  requested  to  inform  Major  Matthews,  that 
this  House  highly  approve  his  conduct  in  refusing  to  receive  the 
several  despatches   brought  by  the  British  officer  from  New  York. 
Also,  to  a  resolution,  that  his  excellency  the  Governor  be  requested 
to  direct  Major  Thomas  Matthews,  to  inform  the  officer  chareed  with 
the  despatches  from   New  York,  that  the}'  look   on  this  atten^pt  as 
calculated  to  divide  and  mislead  the  good  people  of  this  country,  and 
that  they  highly  resent  the  behaviour  of  him,  and  those  who  sent  him, 
as  they  must  well  know  that  this  State  ought  to  hold  no  such  corres- 
pondence with  the  enemies  of  America.     And  to  a  resolution,  that 
his  excellency  the  Governor,  be  requested  to  direct  Major  Thomas 
Matthews  to  order  the  officer  charged  with  the  said   despatches,  im- 
mediately to  depart  this  State  with  the  same;  and   to  inform   him, 
that  in  future,  any  person  making  a  like  attempt,  shall  be  secured  as 
an  enemy  to  America;  to  which  several   resolutions  the}'  desire  the 
concurrence  of  the  Senate.     And  he  delivered  in  the  same,  and  then 
withdrew. 

The  said  resolutions  were  severally  twice  read;  and  being  con- 
sidered, were,  on  the  question  severally  put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by 
the  House,  nemine  contradicente. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Ellzey  do  carry  the  resolutions  to  the  House 
of  Delegates,  and  acquaint  them  that  the  Senate  hath  agreed  to  the 
same. 

A  message  from  the  House  of  Delegates  was  delivered  by  JMr. 
Parker : 

That  they  have  agreed  to  a  resolution,  that  the  treasurer  be  di- 
rected to  receive  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  into  the  treasury,  which 
shall  be  oflered  to  be  paid  in  before  the  Ist  day  of  December  next^, 
by  the  sheriffs  of  the  respective  counties,  for  taxes  collected  by  them, 
although  they  do  not  amount  to  the  full  assessment  for  the  said  coun- 
ty: provided,  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  offered  to  be  paid  in,  do 
not  amount  to  less  than  one  thousand  pounds;  to  which  they  desire 
the  concurrence  of  the  Senate,  And  he  delivered  in  the  same,  and 
then  withdrew. 

The  said  resolution  was  read,  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 
A  message  from  the   House  of  Delegates  was  delivered   by  Mr, 
Fleming : 

That  they  have  agreed  to  a  resolution,  that  the  keeper  of  the  pub- 
lic store  be  desired  to  deliver  to  each  of  the  door-keepers  of  their 
House,  cloth  and  necessary  trimmings  for  a  suit  of  clothes  and  a 
great  coat,  and  that  the  treasurer  pay  for  making  the  same,  out  of 
the  public  money  in  his  hands;  to  uhich  they  desire  the  concurrence 
of  the  Senate.     And  he  delivered  in  the  same,  and  then  withdrew. 
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The  said  resolution  was  read,  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 
A  message  from  the   House  ol'  Delegates   was   delivered   by  Mr 
Carter  : 

That  they  have  agreed  to  a  resolution,  to  proceed  tiiis  day  by 
joint  ballot  with  the  Senate,  to  the  appointment  of  a  commissioned 
of  the  navy,  in  the  room  of  James  Maxwell,  Escjuire,  who  hath  re- 
signed;  to  which  they  desire  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate.  And 
he  delivered  in  the  same,  and  then  withdrew. 

The  said  resolution  was  read;  and  on  the  quesiion  put  thereupon, 
agreed  to  by  the  House. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Ellzey  do  carry  the  resolution  to  the  House 
of  Delegates,  and  acquaint  them  that  the  Senate  hath  agreed  thereto. 

A  message  from  the  House  of  Delegates  was  delivered  by  Mr. 
Nourse : 

That  they  have  passed  a  bill  «'to  prevent  swine  going  at  large  in 
the  town  of  Mecklenburg,  in  tlie  county  of  Berkeley;"  to  which 
they  desire  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate.  And  he  delivered  in  the 
same,  and  then  withdrew. 

Ordered,   That  the  said  bill  do  lie  on  the  table. 

A  message  from  the  House  of  Delegates  was  delivered  by  General 
Nelson : 

That  they  are  now  ready  to  proceed  in  conjunction  with  the  Sen- 
ate, to  ballot  for  a  commissioner  of  the  navy,  in  the  room  of  James 
Maxwell,  Esquire;  and  have  nominated  James  Innis,  Esquire,  who 
at  present  fills  that  office  by  appointment  of  the  Governor  and  Coun- 
cil, made  durinfr  the  recess  of  the  General  Assembly;  but  if  the  Sen- 
ate have  no  other  person  to  propose,  they  are  willing  that  Mr.  Innis 
should  be  appointed  to  the  said  office  without  the  formality  of  a 
ballot.    And  then  he  withdrew. 

The  said  message  being  considered, 

Resolved,  That  the  Senate  doth  concur  with  the  House  of  Dele- 
gates, that  James  Innis,  Esquire,  be  appointed  a  commissioner  of 
the  navy,  in  the  room  of  James  Maxwell,  Esquire,  who  hath  re- 
signed; and  that  in  this  instance  the  formality  of  a  ballot  be  dis- 
pensed with. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Ellzey  do  acquaint  the  House  of  Delegates 
therewith.

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tation  of  slaves;"  to  whicli  they  desire  the  concurrence  of  the  Sen- 
ate.     And  he  delivered  in  the  same,  and  then  withdrew. 

The  said  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  ordered  to  be  read  a 
second  lime. 

A  message  from  the  House  of  Delegates  was  delivered  by  General 
Nelson : 

That  they  have  passed  a  bill  *' for  establishing  several  new  ferries, 
and  other  purposes;"  to  which  tiiey  desire  the  concurrence  of  the 
Senate.     And  he  delivered  in  the  same,  and  then  withdrew. 

The  said  bill  was  read  the  first  time,  and  ordered  to  be  read  a 
second  lime. 

A  message  from  the  House  of  Delegates  was  delivered  by  Mr. 
Lee: 

That  they  have  agreed  to  sundry  resolutions,  for  allowing  to  Ralph 
Falkner  and  others,  the  sum  of  24/.  each;  to  Spencer  Thaddeus 
Bramham  5Z.  lOs.  \0d.;  to  Joseph  Sandige  30/.,  and  the  full  pay  of 
a  soldier  during  the  term  of  three  years;  to  Charles  Allen  10/.;  to 
Isaiah  Barnes  30/. ;  to  Stephen  Fisher  30/.,  and  a  farther  allowance 
of  36.  per  day  for  three  years  from  the  25th  day  of  October,  1777; 
to  Thomas  Brown  30/.  for  his  present  relief,  and  the  full  pay  of  a 
soldier  during  life;  to  Captain  James  Buckles,  on  behalf  of  himself, 
William  Buckles  and  Jacob  Lewis,  65/.  I8s.  9d.;  to  Christopher 
Harwood  100/.;  to  Joshua  Hawkins  30/.;  to  Lawrence  Gillock  12/. 
195.  2d.;  to  Joseph  Thomas  11/.  7^.  (jd.;  to  James  Berry  30/.,  and 
full  pay  as  a  soldier  for  one  year;  to  Daniel  Thornton  4/.  Is.  8d.; 
to  John  Reeveley  578/;  to  William  Jones  15/.,  and  full  pay  as  a  sol- 
dier during  life;  and  to  Abner  Newman  the  sum  of  12/.  5^.;  the 
said  several  allowances  being  for  losses  and  injuries  by  the  said  per- 
sons respectively  sustained  on  the  public  behalf;  to  which  resolutions 
they  desire  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate.  And  he  delivered  in  the 
same,  and  then  withdrew. 

The  first,  second  and  fourth  of  the  said  resolutions  were  severally 
read,  and  ordered  to  be  committed  to  Messrs.  Elizey,  Jones,  Simp- 
son, Bassett  and  Jett. 

The  said  resolutions  were  Iwice  read;  and  on  the  question  put 
thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the  House. 

The  rest  of  the  said  resolutions  were  severally  read,  and  ordered 
to  lie  on  the  table. 

On  a  motion  made, 

The  bill,  "for  preventing  the  farther  importation  of  slaves,"  was 
read  the  second  time. 

Resolved,   That  the  bill  be  committed. 

Resolved,  That  the  bill  be  committed  to  a  committee  of  the  whole 
House. 

Resolved,  That  this  House  will,  to-morrow,  resolve  itself  into  a 
committee  of  the  whole  House,  to  consider  of  the  said  bill. 

And  then  the  House  adjourned  till  to-morrow  morning,  10  o'clock.

Fleming : 

That  they  have  agreed  to  a  resolution,  that  the  keeper  of  the  pub- 
lic store  be  desired  to  deliver  to  each  o^  the  door-keepers  of  the 
Senate,  cloth  and  necessary  trimmings  for  a  suit  of  clothes  and  a 
great  coat,  and  that  the  treasurer  pay  for  making  the  same,  out  of 
the  public  money  in  his  hands;  to  which  they  desire  the  concurrence 
ol  the  Senate.      And  he  delivered  in  the  same,  and  then  withdrew. 

The  said  resolution  was  twice  read;  and  on  the  question  put  there- 
upon, agreed  to  by  the  House. 

The  resolution,  for  delivering  to  each  of  the  door-keepers  of  the 
House  of  Delegates  a  suit  of  clothes  and  a  great  coat,  which  lay  on 
the  table,  was  again  read:  and  on  the  question  put  thereupon,  agreed 
to  by  the  House. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Coles  do  carry  the  foregoing  resolutions  to 
the  House  of  Delegates,  and  acquaint  them  that  the  Senate  hath 
agreed  to  the  same. 

The  resolutions  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  for  paying  certain 
sums  of  money  to  sundry  persons,  which  were  yesterday  ordered  to 
lie  on  the  table,  were  again  severally  read;  and  ordered  to  be  com- 
mitted to  Messrs.  ElJzey,  Jones,  Simpson,  Bassett  and  Jett. 

The  bill,  "to  prevent  swine  going  at  large  in  the  town  of  Meck- 
lenburg, in  the  county  of  Berkeley;"  was  read  the  second  time,  and 
ordered  to  be  read  a  third  time.

Ordered^  That  the  bill,  with  the  amendments,  be  read  the  third 
time.

Ordered,  Thai  Mr.  Ellzey  do  carry  the  bill  to  the  House  of  Dele- 
gates, and  actjuaint  them  that  the  Senate  hath  passed  the  same,  with 
amendments,  and  desire  their  concurrence  to  the  amendments. 

And  then  the  House  adjourned  till  to-morrow  morning,  10  o^clock. 


SATURDAY,  October  24,   1778. 

A  message  from  the  House  of  Delegates  was  delivered  by  General 
Nelson :

■Purdie  be  allowed  tlie  sum  of  1,500/.  per  annum,  for  his  services  as 
public  printer^  that  the  treasurer  be  directed  to  purchase  any  quan- 
tity of  paper,  not  exceeding  250  reams,  to  be  delivered  Mr.  Purdie, 
for  the  use  of  the  public;  also,  that  the  treasurer  be  directed  to  ad- 
vance to  Mr.  Purdie  the  sum  of  1,200Z.  to  be  deducted  out  of  his 
salary;  to  which  Uiey  desire  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate.  And 
lie  delivered  in  the  same,  and  then  withdrew. 

The  said  resoUitions  w^re  severally  read,  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the 
table. 

The  bill^  '^for  establishing  several  new  ferries,  and  other  pur- 
poses," was  read  the  third  iime;  and  on  the  question  being  put,  that 
the  same  do  pass,

Lee : 

That  they  have  agreed  to  a  resolution,  for  allowing  to  Edmund 
Voss  the  sum  of  3001.  for  his  negro  man  slave,  condemned  by  the 
court  of  Culpeper,  for  an  attempt  to  ravish  a  white  woman,  and 
4:astrated  by  their  order,  of  which  operation  he  died  ;  also,  to  a  rje- 
solution.  for  allowing  to  Cy.ilett  Jones  the  sum  of  201.  for  liis  present 
relief,  and  lOZ.  per  annum  during  life,  for  wounds  received  whilst  in 
the  service  of  his  country;  to  which  they  desire  the  concurrence  of 
the  SenatCo     And  he  delivered  in  the  same,  and  then  withdrew.

Resolved,  That  John  Debutts  be  permitted  to  pass  through  this 
State  to  IMaryland,  he  having  first  taken  the  oath  of  fidelity  to  the 
United  States  of  America,  within  twelve  hours  after  his  landing  at 
Hampton. 

Resolved,  That  James  Gilchrist,  Isaac  Heslop,  Harden  Burnley, 
Robert  Cowan,  Vviljiam  M'Whann,  Alexander  Buchanon,  James 
M'Dowell,  Thomas  Mitchell,  John  Paterson  and  Alexander  Camp- 
bell,  be  not  admitted  into  this  State;  and  that  his  excellency  the 
Governor  be  requested  to  give  orders,  that  the  flag  that  brought  them 
to  Hampton  road,  immediately  depart  this  State,  with  the  said  pas- 
sengers; to  which  resolutions  they  desire  the  concurrence  of  the 
Senate.     And  he  delivered  in  tlie  same,  and  then  withdrew.

made  by  Richard  Henderson  and  Company,  of  that  tract  of  land 
called  Transylvania,  within  this  Commonwealth,  of  the  Cherokee 
Indians,  is  void  ;  but  as  the  said  Richard  Henderson  and  Company, 
have  been  at  very  great  expense  in  making  the  said  purchase,  and  in 
settling  the  said  lands,  by  which  this  Commonwealth  are  likely  to  re- 
ceive great  advantage,  by  increasing  its  inhabitants  and  establishing 
a  barrier  against  the  Indians,  it  is  Just  and  reasonable  to  allow  the 
said  Richard  Henderson  and  Company,  a  compensation  for  their 
trouble  and  expense.  Also,  that  they  have  agreed  to  several  other 
resolutions:  that  Adam  Craig,  assistant  clerk  to  the  General  Court, 
be  allowed  for  his  services  the  sum  of  120/.;  that  James  Sheilds, 
sheriff  of  York  county,  be  allowed  the  sum  of  75/.  for  his  services; 
that  Matthew  Moody,  cryer,  be  allowed  for  his  services  the  sum  of 
100/.;  and  that  John  Fenton,  tipstaff,  be  allowed  for  his  services  the 
sum  of  41/.  105.;  to  which  said  resolutions  they  desire  the  concur- 
rence of  the  Senate.  And  he  delivered  in  the  same,  and  then  with-

A  message  from  the  House  of  Delegates  was  delivered  by  Mr. 
George  Mason: 

That  they  have  agreed  to  several  resolutions:  that  the  southern 
boundary  offered  by  the  Pennsylvania  Assembly,  is  inadraissifcle,  aqd 
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lliat  no  part  of*  tlie  ofler  heretofore  made  by  tlie  Assembly  of  this 
Commonwealtii,  is,  or  ought  to  be  binding  upon  Virginia,  unless  the 
whole  had  been,  or  shall   be  accepted   by  the  Assembly  of  Peamsyl- 
vania;  that  it  is  now  too   late  in  the   present  session  to  enter  into  a 
proper  discussion  of  the  observations  made  by  the  Assembly  of  Penn- 
sylvania, or  to  give  a  full  and  determmate  answer  to  their  proposals; 
but  as  the  confusion  from  the  doubtful  jurisdiction  in  the  country  ad- 
jacent  to  the  disputed   territory,  may  produce   the   most   dangerous 
consequences  to  the  common  cause  of  America;  that  therefore,  the 
Virginia  delegates  in  Congress,  be  empowered  and  instructed  to  pro- 
pose to  the  Commonweahli  of  Pennsylvania,  to  appoint  commission- 
ers on  their  part,  to  meet  commissioners  to  be  appomied   by  the  As- 
sembly of  this  Commonwealth,  at  such   convenient   place  as  may  be 
agreed   on   by  the  saifl   commissioners  of  both   States,  to  confer  to- 
gether, and  endeavour  to  fix  on  the  true  and  proper  boundaries  be- 
tween the  said  States,  or,  if  that  cannot  be  done,  to  agree  upon  some 
temporary  boundary  in  the  mean  time,  and  report  their  proceedings 
herein,  to  their  respective  Assemblies;  to  which   resolutions  th^y  de- 
sire the  concu.rrence  of  the   Senate.     And  he  delivered  in  the  same^^ 
and  then  withdrew. 

The  said  resolutions  were  read,  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 
And  then  the  House  adjourned  till  to-morrow  morning.  10  o'clock » 


WEDNESDAY,  December   16,   1778. 

A  message  from  tlie  House  of  Delegates  was  delivered  by  Mr.  Leer

"An  act,  for  establishing  a  Court  of  Appeals." 
"An  act,  to  increase  the  salaries  of  certain  officers  of  government." 
"An   act,  to  enable  the  officers  of  the  Virginia  line,  and  to  en= 
courage  the  soldiers  of  the  same  line,  to  continue  in  the  continental 
service." 

"  An  act,  to  empower  the  freeholders  of  the  several  towns  not  in- 
corporated, to  supply  the  vacancies  of  the  trustees  and  directors 
thereof." 

"An  act,  to  repeal  the  act,  to  oblige  the  owners  of  mills  on  the 
river  Rappidan,  to  make  openings  or  slopes  in  their  mill-dams  for  the 
passage  of  fish." 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Coles  do  carry  the  said  enrolled  bills  to  the 
House  of  Delegates. 

A  message  from  the  House  of  Delegates  was  delivered  by  Mr. 
George  Mason: 

That  upon  considering  the  case  of  Captain  Benjamin  Hoomes,  of 
the  second  Virginia  regiment,  who  was  wounded  in  the  battle  of 
Monmouth,  they  have  agreed  to  a  resolution,  that  he  be  allowed  the 
sum  of  216/.,  to  be  paid  him  by  the  treasurer  of  this  Commonwealth;

A  message  from  the  House  of  Delegates  was  delivered  by  Mr. 
Jefferson : 

That  they  have  ap-reed  to  several  resolutions,  as  follows  $  Resolved^ 
nem.  con.  that  our  delegates  in  Congress  be  instructed  to  propose  to 
Congress,  that  they  recommend  to  each  of  the  States  named  as  par- 
ties in  the  articles  of  confederation  heretofore  laid  before,  and  rati- 
fied by  this  Assembly,  that  they  authorise  their  delegates  in  Congress 
to  ratify  the  said  articles,  together  with  the  delegates  of  so  manj^ 
other  of  the  said  States  as  shall  be  willing,  so  that  the  same  shall  be 
forever  binding  on  the  States  so  ratifying,  notwithstanding  that  a  part 
of  those  named  shall  decline  to  ratify  the  same;  allownig,  neverthe- 
less, to  the  said  States  so  declining,  either  a  given  or  indefinite  time 
as  to  Congress  shall  seem  best  for  acceding:  to  the  said  confederation, 
and  making  themselves  thereby  members  of  the  Union. 

Resolved,  nem.  con.,  That  our  said  delegates  now  in  office,  or  here- 
after to  be  appointed,  be  authorised  and  required  to  ratify  the  said 
articles  of  confederation  on  the  part  of  this  Commonwealth,  with  so 
many  of  the  other  States  named  in  them  as  parties,  as  shall,  on  their 
part,  ratify  the  same. 

Resolved,  nem.  con..  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  the  Virginia 
delegates  to  inform  Congress  of  the  resolutions  of  this  General  As- 
sembly, respecting  purchases  of  lands  from  any  Indian  nation. 

And  whereas,  this  Assembly  hath  cause  to  believe  that  sundry- 
citizens  of  some  of  the  United  States,  were,  and  are  connected  and 
concerned  with  some  of  the  King  of  Great  Britain's  late  Governors 
in  America,  as  well  as  with  sundry  noblemen  and  others,  subjects  of 
the  said  King,  in  the  purchase  of  a  very  large  tract  of  land  from  the 
Indians  on  the  north  west  side  of  the  Ohio  river,  within  the  territory 
of  Virginia; 

Resolved,  also.  That  the  said  delegates  be  instructed  to  iise  their 
endeavours  in  Congress  to  cause  an  inquiry  to  be  made  concerning 
the  said  purchase,  and  whether  any,  and  what  citizens  of  any  of  the 
United  States,  were,  or  are  concerned  therein. 

And  the  more  effectually  to  enable  Congress  to  comply  with  the 
promise  of  a  bounty  in  lands  to  the  officers  and  =oIdiers  of  the  army 
on  continental  establishment; 
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Resolved,  That  this  Commonwealth  will,  in  conjunction  with  such 
other  of  the  United  States  as  have  unappropriated  back  lands,  fur- 
nish out  of  its  (.erritory,  between  the  rivers  Ohio  and  Mississippi,  in 
such  proportion  as  shall  hereafter  be  adjusted  and  settled  by  Con- 
gress, its  proper  portion  or  quota  of  such  lands,  without  any  purchase 
money,  to  the  troops  on  continental  establishment  of  such  of  the 
United  States  as  already  have  acceded,  or  shall  within  such  time 
given  or  indefinite,  as  to  Congress  shall  seem  best,  accede  to  the  con- 
federation of  the  United  States,  and  who  have  not,  within  their  own 
respective  territory,  unappropriated  lands  for  that  purpose;  and  that 
a  copv  of  this  resolve  be  forthwith  transmitted  to  the  Virginia  Dele- 
gates, to  be  by  them  communicated  to  Congress;  to  which  several 
resolutions  they  desire  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate.

That  the}'  have  agreed  to  a  resolution,  that  it  is  the  opinion  of  this 
Assembly,  that  the  act,  "constituting  a  board  of  auditors,"  having 
made  it  unlawful  for  the  treasurer  to  pay  any  monies  but  by  warrant 
from  that  board,  whereby  the  warrants  issued  by  them,  prior  to  the 
passage  of  the  act,  and  not  presented  to  the  treasurer  till  after  the 
act  passed,  have  become  insufficient;  that  therefore  the  same  ought 
to  be  taken  in,  and  others  issued  by  the  board  of  auditors.

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A  message  from  the  House  of  Delegates  was  delivered  by  Mr, 
Page: 

That  upon  due  consideration  of  the  11th  and  12th  articles  of  the 
treaty  of  commerce  with  France,  they  are  of  opinion  that  the  said 
articles  are  not  consistent  with  the  principles  of  equality  and  reci- 
procity so  wisely  proposed  as  the  basis  of  that  treaty,  and  so  wisely 
calculated  to  give  that  permanence  thereto,  which  every  friend  to  the 
alliance  wishes  to  take  place,  and  have  therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  delegates  to  the  General  Congress  from  this 
Commonwealth,  be  directed  to  propose  to  Congress,  that  the  minister 
of  the  United  States  at  the  court  of  France,  be  instructed  to  repre- 
sent the  same  to  His  Most  Christian  Majesty,  and  to  use  his  utmost 
efforts  that  the  said  11th  and  12th  articles  may  be  rescinded;  to  which 
they  desire  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate.  And  he  delivered  in  the 
same,  and  then  withdrew. 

The  foregoing  message  being  considered, 

Ordered,  That  a  message  be  sent  to  the  House  of  Delegates,  to 
inform  them  that  the  Senate  cannot  enter  upon  the  consideration  of 
their  resolution,  respecting  the  treaty  with  France,  not  having  had 
the  treaty  laid  before  them ;  and  that  Mr.  Ellzey  do  carry  the  said 
message. 

A  message  from  th^  House  of  Delegates  was  delivered  by  Mr. 
Page : 

That  not  being  informed  that  a  copy  of  the  treaty  with  France 
had  not  been  furnished  the  Senate,  they  did  not  deem  it  necessary  to 
send  a  copy  of  the  treaty  with  their  resolution  respecting  the  same, 
but  now  send  it,  and  desire  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate  to  the  re- 
solution.

That  they  have  agreed  to  a  resolution,  that  a  certain  tract  of  coun- 
try, to  be  bounded  by  the  Green  river,  and  a  south  east  course  from 
the  head  thereof  to  the  Cumberland  mountains,  with  the  said  moun- 
tains to  the  Carolina  line,  with  the  Carolina  line  to  the  Cherokee  or 
Tennessee  river,  with  the  said  river  to  the  Ohio  river,  and  with  the 
Ohio  to  the  said  Green  river,  ought  to  be  reserved  for  supplying  the 
officers  and  soldiers  in  the  Virginia  line,  with  the  respective  propor- 
tions of  land,  which  have  been,  or  may  be  assigned  to  them  by  the 
General  Assembly,  saving  and  reserving  the  land  granted  to  Richard 
Henderson  and  Company,  and  their  legal  rights  to  such  persons  as 
have  heretofore  actually  located  lands  and  settled  thereon,  within  the 
bounds  aforesaid;  to  which  they  desire  the  concurrence  of  the  Sen- 
ate.    And  he  delivered  in  the  same,  and  then  withdrew. 

The  said  resolutioa  was  read ;  and  an  amendment  being  proposed 
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thereunto,  the  same  wns,  on  the  question  put  thereupot),  agreed  to  by 
tlie  House,  as  follows:

Mr.  Speaker, — The  House  of  Delegates  have  agreed  to  a  reso* 
lution,  that  the  General  Assembly  approve  the  answer  given  by  the 
Governor  and  Council  to  the  memorial  of  Mr.  De  Francey,  respect- 
ing the  balance  due  to  Mr.  De  Beaumarchais  on  the  cargo  of  the 
Fier  Roderique,  purchased  for  the  use  of  the  Commonwealth.  They 
are  truly  sensible  of  the  merits  of  Mr.  De  Beaumarchais,  and  of  the 
services  he  has  rendered  the  United  States,  and  will   be  ready  on  all 
proper  occasions  to  testify  their  regard  for  him,  but  the  present  sub- 
ject being  a  matter  merely  mercantile,  they  cannot,  consistently  with 
the  duty  they  owe  their  constituents,  consent  to  the  demands  made 
by  his  agent,  being  perfectly  satisfied  that  the  goods  were  bought  at 
the  highest  price  given  at  that  time  on  the  continent.     The  agent 
here,  ever  had  U  in  his  power  to  dispose  of  the  balance  in  the  pur- 
chase of  tobacco,  and  thereby  not  only  save  his  employer  from  loss, 
but  in  reality  to  liave  gained   him  great  protit,  and  his  not  doing  it, 
appears  to  have  arisen   from  the  prospect  he  entertained  of  gaining 
by  delay;  but  if  this  matter  was  totally  out  of  the  question,  the  com- 
plying with  the  memorial  would  probably  bring  the  Commonwealth 
into  great  distress,  by  fixing  a  precedent  which   might  be  brought 
against  it  in  future  for  making  good  the  depreciation  of  money  to 
afl  public  creditors,  but  n)ore  especially  to  those  who  have  placed 
their  money  in  the  loan  ofiice  and  may  think  fit  to  call  out;  yet  not- 
withstanding these  objections  to  the  demand  in  general,  the  Assembly, 
ever  willing  to  do  justice,  have  no  objection  to  the  Executive's  re- 
considering the  account,  and  if  they  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  al- 
teration of   the  contract  respecting  the  five  hundred   hogsheads  of 
tobacco  delivered  at  Alexandria,  has  really  been   attended  with   loss 
to  Mr.  De  Beaumarchais,  that  they  give  credit  in  the  account  for  the 
sum  lost,  and   that  they  give  credit  also  for  the  sum  charged  on  the 
article  of  cards  short  delivered.  The  price  demanded  for  the  cannon 
left  by  the  Fier  Roderique  on  the  beach  of  York,  is  so  amazingl}^ 
above  what  was  ever  heard  o{  before,  that  the  Assembly  could  by  no 
means  advise  the  Executive  to  be  concerned  with  them,  even  if  their 
deniands  for  them  were  much  greater  than  they  at  present  are.    The 
Executive  may  form  a  just  estimate  of  the  value  of  cannon,  by  ad- 
verting to  the  price  given  by  his  excellency  Dr.  Franklin,  for  those 
shipped  by  him  for  the  use  of  the  continent,  which  were  delivered  in 
America  by  ships  freighted   for  that  purpose,  at  a  pound  and  a  half 
of  tobacco  for  every  pound  weight  of  cannon;  to  which  they  desire 
the  concurrence  of  the  Senate.     And  he  delivered  in  the  same,  and 
then  withdrew.

that  he  be  continued  manager  of  the  said  foundry  for  the  succeeding 
year.

turned to  the  next  session  of  Assembly;  to  which  they  desire  the  con-

A  message  from  the  House  of  Delegates  by  Mr.  Mason: 

Mr.  Speaker, — The  House  of  Delegates  have  agreed  to  a  re- 
monstrance to  the  delegates  of  the  United  American  States  in  Con- 
gress assembled,  in  the  following  words,  to  wijt:  The  General  Assem- 
bly of  Virginia  ever  attentive  to  the  recommendations  of  Congress, 
and  desirous  to  give  the  great  Council  of  the  United  Slates  every 
satisfaction  in  their  power,  consistent  with  the  rights  and  constitution 
of  their  own  Commonwealth,  have  enacted  a  law  to  prevent  present 
settlements  on  the  northwest  side  of  the  Ohio  river,  and  will  on  all 
occasions  endeavour  to  manifest  their  attachment  to  the  common  in- 
terest of  America,  and  their  earnest  wishes  to  remove  every  cause  of 
jealousy,  and  promote  that  mutual  confidence  and  harmony  between 
the  diflerent  States  so  essential  to  their  true  interest  and  safety. 

Strongly  impressed  with  these  sentiments,  the  General  Assembly 
of  Virginia  cannot  avoid  expressing  their  surprise  and  concern  upon 
the  information  that  Congress  had  received  and  countenanced  peti- 
tions from  certain  persons  styling  themselves  the  Vandalia  and  Indiana 
companies,  asserting  claims  to  lands  in  defiance  of  the  civil  authority, 
jurisdiction,  and  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  ofiering  to  erect  a 
separate  government  within  the  territory  thereof.  Should  Congress 
assume  a  jurisdiction,  and  arrogate  to  themselves  the  right  of  adju- 
dication^ not  only  unwarranted  by,  but  expressly  contrary  to,  the 
fundamental  principles  of  the  confederation,  superseding  or  control- 
ing  the  internal  policy,  civil  regulations,  and  municipal  laws  of  this 
or  any  other  State,  it  would  be  a  violation  of  public  faith,  introduce 
a  most  dangerous  precedent,  which  might  hereafter  be  urged  to  de- 
prive of  territory,  or  subvert  the  sovereignty  and  government  of  any 
one  or  more  of  the  United  States,  and  establish  in  Congress  a  power, 
which,  in  process  of  time,  must  degenerate  into  an  intolerable  des- 
potism. 

It  is  notorious,  that  the  Vandalia  and  Indiana  companies  are  not 
the  only  claimers  of  large  tracts  of  land  under  titles  repugnant  to 
our  laws,  that  several  men  of  great  influence  in  some  of  the  neigh- 
boring States  are  concerned  in  partnerships  with  the  Earl  of  Dun- 
more  and  other  subjects  of  the  British  King,  who,  under  purchases 
from  the  Indians,  claim  extensive  tracts  of  country  between  the  Ohio 
and  Mississippi  rivers,  and  that  propositions  have  been  made  to  Con- 
gress, evidently  calculated  to  secure  and  guarantee  such  purchases, 
so  that  under  color  of  creating  a  common  fund,  had  those  proposi- 
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lions  been  adopted,  the  public  would  have  been  duped  by  the  arts  of 
individuals,  and  great  part  of  the  value  of  the  unappropriated  lands 
converted  to  private  purposes. 

Congress  have  lately  described  and  ascertained  the  boundaries  of 
these  United  States,  as  an  uUimatum  in  their  terms  of  peace.  The 
United  States  hold  no  icrrilory  but  in  right  of  souie  one  individual 
State  in  tlie  Union.  The  lerrilory  of  each  State,  from  time  imme- 
morial, hath  been  fixed  and  determined  by  their  respective  charters, 
there  being  no  other  rule  or  criterion  to  judge  by;  should  these  in 
any  instance,  (when  there  is  no  disputed  territory  between  particular 
States,)  be  abridged  without  the  consent  of  the  Slates  aflected  by  it, 
general  confusion  must  ensue;  each  State  would  be  subject'^d  in  its 
turn,  to  the  encroachments  of  the  others,  and  a  field  opened  for  future 
wars  and  bloodshed ;  nor  can  any  arguments  be  fairly  urged  to  prove 
that  any  particular  tract  of  country  within  the  limits  claimed  by  Con- 
gress in  behalf  of  the  United  States,  is  not  part  of  the  chartered  ter- 
ritory of  some  one  of  them,  but  must  militate  with  equal  force  against 
the  right  of  the  United  Slates  In  general,  and  tend  to  prove  such 
tract  of  country  (if  northwest  of  the  Ohio  river,)  part  of  the  British 
province  of  Canada. 

When  Virginia  acceded  to  the  articles  of  confederation,  her  rights 
of  sovereignty  and  jurisdiction  within  their  own  territory  were  re- 
served and  secured  to  her,  and  cannot  now  be  infringed  or  altered, 
without  her  consent.  She  could  have  no  latent  views  of  extending 
that  territory,  because  it  had  long  before  been  expressly  and  clearly 
defined  in  the  act  which  formed  her  new  government. 

The  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  have  heretol^ore  offered  Con- 
gress to  furnish  lands  out  of  their  territory  on  the  northwest  side  of 
the  Ohio  river,  without  purchase  money,  to  the  troops  on  continental 
establishment,  of  such  of  the  confederated  Stales  as  had  not  unap- 
propriated lands  for  that  purpose,  in  conjunction  with  the  other  States 
holding  unappropriated  lands,  and  in  such  proportion  as  should  be 
adjusted  ^nd  settled  by  Congress;  wliich  offer,  wlien  accepted,  they 
will  most  cheerfully  make  good  to  the  same  extent  with  the  provision 
made  bylaw  for  their  own  troops,  if  Congress  shall  think  fit  to  allow 
the  like  quantities  of  land  to  other  troops  on  continental  establish- 
ment. But  although  the  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  would  make 
great  sacrifices  to  the  common  interest  of  America,  (as  they  have 
already  done  on  the  subject  of  representation,)  and  will  be  ready  to 
listen  to  any  just  and  reasonable  propositions  for  removing  the  os/e/i- 
sible  causes  of  delay  to  the  complete  ratification  of  ihe  confederation, 
they  find  themselves  impelled,  by  the  duties  which  they  owe  to  their 
constituents,  to  their  posterity,  to  their  country,  and  to  the  United 
States  in  general,  to  remonstrate  and  protest,  and  they  do  hereby  in 
the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia,  expressly 
protest  against  any  jurisdiction  or  right  of  adjudication  in  Congress 
upon  the  petitions  of  the  Vandalia  or  Indiana  companies,  or  on  any 
other  matter  or  thing  subversive  of  the  internal  policy,  civil  govern- 
ment, or  sovereignty  of  this  or  any  of  the  United  iVmerican  States, 
or  unwarranted  by  the  articles  of  the  confederation :  to  which  they 
9  A 
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desire  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate.  And  he  delivered  in  the  same, 
and  then  withdrew. 

The  said  remonstrance  was  read,  and  ordered  to  be  committed  to 
a  committee  of  tlie  whole  House. 

Resolved,  That  this  House  will,  to-morrow,  resolve  itself  into  a 
committee  of  the  whole  House,  to  consider  of  the  said  remonstrance. 

A  message  from  the  House  of  Delegates  by  General  Nelson  :

Mr.  Speaker, — The  House  of  Delegates  have  agreed  to  a  reso= 
lution,  that  the  contract  entered  into  by  the  Governor  and  Council 
with  Messrs.  Peter  Penet,  Windel  and  Company,  be  referred  to  the 
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considera-tioii  of  the  next  session  of  Assembly,  that  full  information 
may  be  had  upon  the  practicability  of  carrying  the  same  into  execu- 
tion.

men, and  a  wooden  shop  where  the  said  workmen  may  be  employed 
in  repairing  arms  for  this  State;  one  half  of  the  expense  of  such 
buildings  to  be  defrayed  by  this  State,  and  the  other  half  by  the  said 
company;  and  that  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  the  said 
lots  shall  be  granted  to  the  said  company,  as  the  same  will  then  revert 
to  the  public,  the  buildings  which  shall  have  been  erected  thereon  at 
the  joint  charge  of  the  State  and  company,  siiall  be  valued,  and  one 
half  the  amount  of  such  valuation  refunded  to  the  said  Penet,  Windel 
and  Company;  to  which  they  desire  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate. 
And  he  delivered  in  the  same,  and  then  withdrew.

Veale  545/.;  Thomas  Veale  410/. ;  the  trustees  of  the  town  of  Ports- 
mouth 60/.;  Amos  Etheridge  670/.;  for  sundry  losses  and  injuries 
by  them  respectively  sustained  on  the  public  behalf.     And  have  also 
nominated  persons  proper  to  be  ballotted  for  as  members  of  the  Privy 
Council  or  Council  of  State,  in  the  room  of  James  Madison  and 
John  Walker,  Esquires,  who  have  resigned;  to  which  several   bills 
and  resolutions  they  desire  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate.     And  he 
delivered  in  the  same,  together  with  a  list  of  the  persons  nominated 
as  aforesaid,  and  then  withdrew.

9  S'4d.  Your  committee  also  find,  that  the  treasurer  from  the  said 
1st  day  of  May  to  the  2d  day  of  October  1779,  hath  received  from 
sundry  persons  the  sum  of  102,987/.  135.  lie/.,  also  on  loan  office 
certificates  the  sum  of  277,108/.  55.,  and  the  sum  of  4,800/.  on  ac- 
count of  the  land  office. 

Your  committee  farther  find,  that  the  treasurer  hath  emitted  the 
sum  of  1,105,738/.  195.  being  the  balance  of  the  emissions  directed 
to  be  issued  in  October  1778,  and  May  1779;  and  that  the  treasurer 
hath  from  May  the  1st  to  October  the  2d  1779,  paid  the  sum  of 
1,657,098/.  Ids.  5  i-2d,  so  that  the  balance  due  the  public  at  the  time 
of  rendering  this  account  was  119,089/.  145.  11  S'4d.,  which  sum  it 
appears  was  in  the  treasury  at  that  time,  as  your  committee  have  ex- 
amined the  cash  account  arising  since,  for  payment  made  and  monies 
received,  and  have  also  examined  and  counted  the  money  in  the  trea- 
sury, and  found  the  same  to  be  right;  and  that  the  accounts  are 
fairly  and  properly  stated,  and  have  been  accurately  kept;  but  for 
the  more  clear  explanation  thereof,  your  committee  take  leave  to 
refer  to  a  statement  of  the  account  hereto  annexed.

that  Congress  be  informed  they  do  insist  upon  it  as  their  ri^hi,  and 
of  justice  due  to  the  Commonwealth,  that  an  account  and  estimates 
of  future  requisitions  for  the  service  of  the  United  States,  distinguished 
uiider  their  proper  heads,  ought  to  be  annually  transmitted  to  the 
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General  Assembly;  to  which  they  desire  the  concurrence  of  the  Sen- 
ate.    And  he  delivered  in  the  same,  and  then  withdrew.

Mr.  Speaker, — The  House  of  Delegates  have  examined  several 
other  enrolled  bills,  and  desire  that  when  they  are  examined  by  the  Sen- 
ate and  signed  by  the  Speaker,  they  may  be  returned  to  that  House  to 
be  signed  by  their  Speaker.

use  and  benefit  of  the  colony,  and  lately  of  the  Commonwealth ;  and  that 
such  exclusive  right  of  pre-emption  will,  and  ought  to  be  maintained 
by  this  Commonwealth,  to  the  utmost  of  its  power:  also,  that  every 
purchase  of  lands  heretofore  made  by  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  from 
any  Indian  nation  or  nations  within  the  before  mentioned  limits^  doth 
and  ought  to  enure  forever  to  and  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, and  to  and  for  no  other  use  or  purpose  whatsoever  •  and 
that  therefore,  the  deed  from  the  Six  United  Nations  of  Indians,  bear- 
ing date  on  the  third  day  of  November,  in  the  year  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  sixty-eight,  for  certain  lands  between  the  Alleghany  moun- 
tains and  the  river  Ohio,  above  the  mouth  of  the  Little  Kanawha  creek 
to  and  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  a  certain  William  Trent,  gentjpman' 
m  his  own  right,  and  as  attorney  for  sundry  persons  in  the  said  deed 
named,  as  well  as  all  other  deeds  which  have  been,  or  shall  be  made  by 
any  Indian  or  Indians,  or  by  any  Indian  nation  or  nations,  for  land^ 
within  the  limits  of  the  charter  and  territory  of  Virginia,  as  aforesaid 
to  or  for  the  use  or  benefit  of  any  private  person  or  persons,  shall  be' 
and  the  same  are  hereby  declared  utterly  void,  and  of  no  eifect  •  tj 
which  they  desire  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate.  And  he  delivered 
in  the  same,  and  then  withdrew. 

The  said  resolutions  were  read ;  and  ordered  to  be  committed  to  a 
committee  of  the  whole  House.

this  Commonvvealih  by  the  lale  invasion;  to  which  they  desire  the  con- 
currence of  the  Senate.  And  he  delivered  in  the  same,  and  then  with- 
drew. 

The  said  bill  was  read  the  first  lime,  and  ordered  to  be  read  a  second 
time.

Mr.  Jones  reported,  from  the  commiilee  of  Privileges  and  Elections,

Resolved^  that  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  committee^  That  Isaac  Avery, 
Esq.  is  duly  elected  to  serve  for  the  district  of  Norihampton  and  Acco- 
mac. 

Resolved^  that  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  committee,  That  the  returns  for 
the  districts  of  Loudoun  and  Fauquier,  and  of  Berkeley,  Frederick 
and  Hampshire,  are  made  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law. 

The  House  then,  according  to  the  order  of  tlie  day,  proceeded  by 
joint  ballot  with  the  House  of  ]3elegates,  to  the  choice  of  persons  to 
fill  certain  vacant  offices :  and  ii  appears  from  the  report  of  ihe  several 
committees  appointed  to  assist  in  examining  the  joint  ballots  of  both 
Houses,  that  the  Hon,  Tijomas  Walker  and  Benjamin  Waller,  Esq'rs, 
are  removed  from  the  Privy  Comicil  or  Council  of  Slate,  agreeably  to 
the  constitution;  and  that  Jolm  Walker  and  Warner  Lewis,  jnn.  Es- 
quires, are  elected  in  their  room.  Also,  that  James  Innes,  Williarn 
Nelson,  Robert  Lawson,  Samuel  Griffin  and  James  Barron,  Esquires, 
are  elected  members  of  the  board  of  war;  Jaquelin  Ambler,  Duncan 
Rose  and  Thomas  Whiting,  Esq'rs,  members  of  the  board  of  trade; 
Thomas  Edmunds,  Esq.  commissary  of  prisoners;  Benjamin  Waller 
and  William  Roscow  Wilson  Curl?.  Esq'rs,  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Ad- 
miralty ;  John  Peyton,  Esq.  clothier  general;  Edmund  Randolpth, 
Gabriel  Jones,  James  Mercer  and  William  Fitzhugh,  Esq'rs.  delegates 
to  represent  this  Commonwealth  in  Congress,  until  the  first  Monday  in 
November  next,  in  the  room  of  Fiancis  Lightfoot  Lee,  Thomas  Adams, 
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Thomas  Nelson,  jun.  and  Richard  Henry  Lee.  Esq'rs,  who  hath  re- 
signed ;  and  Gabriel  Jones,  Edmund  Randolph,  Palrick  Henry,  James 
Mercer,  William  Fitzhugh,  Meriwether  Sniith  and  Cyrus  Griffin,  Es- 
quires, delegates  to  represent  this  Commonwealtli  in  Congress,  from 
the  first  Monday  in  November  next,  for  one  year. 

And  then  the  House  adjourned  till  to-morrow  morning,  9  o'clock^

limteers,  or  were  draughted  from  the  militia  for  the  continental  army, 
under  the  law  passed  in  1777,  and  who  performed  the  service  required 
of  them  by  the  said  law,  or  the  representatives  of  such  as  have  died 
since,  with  such  clothing  as  they  have  not  received,  and  was  promised 
7* 
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by  law,  that  is  to  say :  a  coat,  waistcoat,  pair  of  breeches,  two  shirts, 
a  hai,  iwo  pair  of  stockings,  and  two  pair  of  shoes;  but  if  such  sol- 
diers, or  their  representatives,  as  aforesaid,  are  willing  to  accept  money 
in  lieu  thereof,  then  to  pay  them  at  the  following  rates:  for  a  coat  2.3/. 
10s.,  a  waistcoat  lOL  15s.,  a  pair  of  breeches  PZ.  bs.,  a  shirt  9/,  8s.,  a 
hat  5/.,  a  pair  of  stockings  1/.  10s.  and  a  pair  of  shoes  bl.  And  that 
tlie  Governor  and  Council  be  desired  to  take  ofl'  the  embargo  by  them 
laid  on  the  exportation  of  provisions  from  this  State,  so  far  as  to  per- 
mit 1 000  bushels  of  Indian  corn,  or  flour  equal  thereto,  to  be  exported 
to  ihe  island  of  Bermudas,  agreeably  to  a  recommendation  of  Con- 
gress; to  which  they  desire  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate.  And  he  de- 
livered in  the  same,  and  then  withdrew. 

Thp  said  resolutions  were  severally  twice  read  ;  and  on  the  question 
severally  put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the  House.

Sarah  the  wifie  of  John  Bootes  was  seized,  to  the  purchaser  in  fee  sim- 
ple." 
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Ordered,  Tlial  Mr.  Ellzey  do  carry  the  said  enrolled  bills  to  the 
House  of  Delegates,  and  acquaint  them  ihat  t'ne  same  have  been  exa- 
mined by  the  Senate,  and  signed  by  the  Speaker. 

And  tlien  the  Mouse  adjourned  till  Monday  morning,  10  o'clock.

Tiiat  it  will  be  the  interest  of  this  Con^monwealth 
to  convey  to  the  said  Messrs.  Penett  and  Company,  the  interest  of  this 
Commonwealth  in  the  canal,  foundry,  and  other  works  belonging  to 
the  public  at  the  falls  of  James  river,  the  said  Messrs.  Penett  and  Com- 
pany securing  to  the  public  the  full  consideratioti  money  lo  be  paid  by 
them  for  the  public  interest  in  the  canal,  foundry,  and  other  works  a's 
aforesaid.  That  the  Governor,  with  the  advice  of  the  Council,  be  em- 
powered to  purchase  and  convey  to  Messrs.  Penett  and  Company, 
three  thousand  acres  of  land,  as  convenient  as  may  be  to  the  place 
where  they  shall  erect  their  factory  ;  and  also,  some  place  on  or  near 
James  river,  proper  for  erecting  a  furnace,  whereon  ore,  wood  and  wa- 
ter may  be  found  convenient  for  carrying  on  liie  works,  together  with 
a  coal  mine,  as  convenient  to  the  foiuiiiry  as  possible,  taking  from  the 
said  Penett  and  Company,  sufficient  security  for  their  reimbursing  to 
l\w  public  all  monies  advanced  tor  the  said  purposes.  That  the  Gover- 
nor, vvilli  the  advice  of  the  Council,  be  empowered  to  appoiiit  proper 
persons,  who  shall,  in  conjunction  with  Messrs.  PeneU  and  Company, 
or  persons  appoitited  by  them,  examine  t!ie  places  on  both  sides  of 
James  river,  wliich  may  be  proper  iXw  erecting  such  works  as  are  pro- 
posed to  be  established  by  the  said  Company;  who,  if  tiiey  shall  find 
any  such  convenient  place,  other  than  Mr.  Buiiendine's,  to  be  approved 
01  by  Messrs.  Penett  and  Company,  shall  report  t!ie  same  to  tiie  Gov- 
ernor, who  is  hereby  required  to  purchase  from  the  proprietor  of  such 
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place,  so  much  ground  as  may  be  necessary  for  erecting  said  works; 
and  also,  that  he  purchase  from  all  persons  holding  lands,  through 
which  it  may  be  requisite  to  cut  a  canal,  or  open  a  road  to  Richmond 
or  Manchester,  as  the  case  may  be,  as  much  land  as  will  be  necessary 
for  that  purpose,  and  convey  the  same  to  Messrs.  Penett  and  Company, 
taking  sufficient  security  for  the  same  as  required  in  the  foregoing  reso- 
lution. And  that  the  Governor,  with  the  advice  of  the  Council,  be  em- 
powered to  contract  with  Messrs.  Penett  and  Company,  tiiai  they  shall 
reimburse  to  this  Commonwealth  such  part  of  the  money  advanced  in 
the  purchases  before  directed,  as  they  shall  think  proper,  by  the  most 
speedy  importation  of  arms  and  military  stores ;  and  that  they  farther 
contract  with  Messrs.  Penett  and  Company  for  an  annual  supply  of 
cannon  and  small  arms  after  the  completion  of  their  works,  in  such 
numbers,  on  such  terms,  and  for  so  long  a  time,  as  they  shall  think  pro- 
per. Also,  to  a  resolution,  that  the  Governor,  with  the  advice  of  the 
Council,  be  empowered  and  desiried  to  appoint  some  proper  persons  to 
adjust  and  setde  all  matters  and  accounts  between  the  Commonwealth 
and  John  Ballendine,  respecting  the  furnace  and  lands  in  Buckingham 
county,  and  the  lands,  works,  and  canals  near  Westham,  in  the  county 
of  Henrico,  and  to  make  true  report  thereof  to  the  Governor  and  Coun- 
cil, who  are  thereupon  empowered  and  desired  to  cause  the  contracts 
respecting  the  same,  to  be  carried  into  speedy  and  effectual  execution, 
on  behalf  of  the  Commonwealth,  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  judge 
best,  according  to  the  true  interest  and  intent  of  the  same;  to  which 
ihey  desire  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate.  And  he  delivered  in  the 
same,  and  then  withdrew. 

The  said  resolutions  were  severally  read;  and  ordered  to  be  com- 
mitted to  a  committee  of  the  whole  House  immediately. 

The  House,  accordingly  resolved  itself  into  a  committee  on  the  said 
resolutions ;  and  after  some  time  spent  therein,  Mr.  Speaker  resumed 
the  chair,  and  Mr.  Basseit  reported,  that  the  committee  had,  according 
to  order,  had  the  said  resolutions  under  their  consideration,  and  gone 
through  the  same,  and  made  no  amendment  thereto. 

The  said  resolutions  were  then  again  read;  and  on  the  question  se- 
verally put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the  House. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Basseit  do  acquaint  the  House  of  Delegates 
Iherewiih. 

And  then  the  House  adjourned  till  to-morrow  morning,  9  o  clock.

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Tlie  bill,  **ror  raising  a  body  of  troops  for  the  defence  of  the  Com- 
moinvealil),"  vviih  liie  amendments,  was  read  the  third  time;  and  ilje 
question  being  put,  that  the  same  do  pass, 

It  was  resolved  in  the  aflirmative. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Bassett  do  acquaint  tiie  House  of  Delegates 
therewith,  and  desire  their  concurrence  to  the  amendments. 

A  message  from  the  House  of  Delegates  was  delivered  by  Mr.  Page: 

That  they  have  passed  a  bill  **  for  declaring  who  shall  be  deemed 
citizens  of  this  Commonwealih  ;"  also,  a  bill  "for  lading  a  tax,  pay- 
able in  certain  enumerated  commodities;"  to  which  they  desire  tiie  con- 
currence of  the  Senate.  And  he  delivered  in  the  same,  and  then  with- 
drew. 

The  said  bills  were  severally  read  the  first  time,  and  on  a  motion 
made,  ordered  to  be  now  severally  read  a  second  time. 

The  said  bills  were  severally  read  the  second  time,  and  on  a  motion 
made,  ordered  to  be  now  severally  read  a  third  time. 

The  said  bills  were  severally  read  the  third  time;  and  the  question 
being  severally  put,  that  the  same  do  pass, 

It  was  resolved  in  the  affirmative. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Matthews  do  acquaint  the  House  of  Delegates 
therewith. 

A  message  from  the  House  of  Delegates  was  delivered  by  Mr.  Ma- 
.son  : 

That  they  have  agreed  to  a  resolution,  that  the  Governor  be  desired 
to  transmit  by  the  post  one  hundred  copies  of  the  act,  "  for  establishing 
a  land  office,  and  ascertaining  the  terms  and  manner  of  granting  waste 
and  unappropriated  lands,"  to  the  Virginia  delegates  in  Congress,  and 
desire  them  to  take  the  most  speedy  and  effectual  measures  for  dispers- 
ing and  publishing  the  same  in  the  different  States ;  also,  to  a  resolu- 
tion, that  the  Governor,  with  the  advice  of  the  Council,  be  empowered 
to  appoint  some  proper  person  to  adjust  and  settle  the  accounts  now 
subsisting  between  the  United  States  and  this  Commonwealth,  who 
shall  have  free  access  to  the  different  public  offices  for  collecting  the 
necessary  papers  and  evidence,  and  full  powers,  on  behalf  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, for  finally  settling  the  said  accounts  in  the  city  of  Phila- 
delphia, and  to  confer  with  the  Virginia  delegates  in  Congress  thereon, 
to  whom  he  is  hereby  recommended  for  their  advice  and  assistance  j 
and  for  his  trouble  and  expenses  therein,  that  he  be  allowed  commis- 
sions at  the  rate  of  two  per  centum,  on  whatever  sum  shall  be  due  upon 
the  settlement  of  the  said  accounts  from  the  United  Stales  to  this  Com- 
monwealth ;  to  which  they  desire  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate.  And 
he  delivered  in  the  same,  and  then  witlidrew. 

The  said  resolutions  were  severally  twice  read,  and  agreed  to  by  the 
House. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Ellzey  do  acquaint  the  House  of  Delegates  there- 
with. 

A  message  from  the  House  of  Delegates  was  delivered  by  Mr.  Charles 
Carter ; 

That  they  have  agreed  to  the  amendments  proposed  by  the  Senate^ 
to  the  bill  '^  for  raising  a  body  of  troops  for  the  defence  of  the  Com- 
monwealih,"    And  then  he  withdrew. 
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A  message  from  the  House  of  Delegates'was  delivered  by  Mr.  Page? 

That  ll'.ey  have  agreed  to  sundry  resolutions,  that  the  board  of  war 
be  empowered  and  directed  to  settle  all  accounts  of  the  late  navy 
board,  to  complete  their  contracts  which  remain  unfinished,  and  to 
^ive  orders  for  the  payment  of  any  sums  that  may  remain  due  there- 
on. Also,  that  [Messrs.  Dixon  and  Nicolson  be  allowed  the  sum  ot 
656Z.  for  printing  and  liinding  the  Journals  of  the  Seriate,  for  printing 
blank  wrifs  for  the  Speaker,  and  for  advertising  for  sheriffs'  returns, 
agreeably  to  account.  Also,  that  the  Governor,  with  th.eadviceof  the 
Council,  be  required  imtnediately  to  banish  from  this  Commonwealth 
ail  tory  refugees,  as  dest  ribed  by  the  act,  entitled  "an  act,  concerning 
escheats  and  forfeitures  from  Britisis  subjeci?,"  who  are  now  resident 
within  this  State ;  and  that  he  also  take  proper  measures  to  prevent  the 
return  to  tins  Commonweallli  of  any  person  who  may  come  within  ilje 
description  of  the  said  act.  Also,  that  whereas  the  opening  of  the 
!aj)d  otiice  renders  it  necessary'  that  the  clerks  and  surveyors  of  the 
frontier  counties  be  immediately  supplied  with  record  books,  wliich 
cannot  be  done  if  tlie  ordinary  meihod  of  prociiring  them  by  county 
courts  sliould  be  pursued  :  therefore,  that  the  treasurer,  upon  the  audi- 
tor's warrant,  do  pny  the  expenses  of  purchasing  such  books  for  the 
counties  of  Monongalia,  Yohoganin,  Ohio  and  Kentucky,  and  send 
them  to  the  respective  counties.  That  the  auditors  charge  such  ex- 
penses to  the  respective  counties,  and  transmit  an  account  thereof  to 
tl'.e  Justices  of  the  said  counties,  to  be  levied  in  their  next  county  levy, 
and  repaid  the  public.  And  that  the  delegates  of  this  Commonwealth 
in  Congress  be  instructed  to  apply  to  that  body?  on  behalf  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, that  the  two  State  regimeisis  now  in  their  service  be  placed 
on  continental  establishment,  and  that  the  rank  of  the  ofilcers  be  settled 
agreeably  to  the  reiiulailons  of  the  army ;  to  which  they  desire  the 
concurrence  of  the  Senate.  And  he  delivered  in  the  same,  and  then 
withdrew. 

Tlie  first,  second  and  fourth  of  the  said  resolutions  were  severally 
tuire  read,  and  agreed  to  by  ti.e  House. 

Ordered,  That"  Mr.  Lee  do  acquaint  the  House  of  Delegates  there- 
wi'ih. 

The  liiird  resolution  was  twice  read,  amended,  and  agreed  to  by  the 
House. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Lre  do  acquaint  the  House  of  Delegates  there- 
with, and  desire  their  concurrence  to  the  ameridment. 

The  last  resolution  was  twice  read;  and  tiie  question  being  put,  that 
the  Senate  doth  concur  with  the  House  of  Delegates  therein, 

It  passed  in  the  negative. 

Resolved,  That  the  resolution  be  rejected. 

A  n)essage  from  the  House  of  Delegates  was  delivered  by  Mr.  Lee; 

Th.at  they  have  agreed  to  a  resolution,  allowing  the  several  officers 
of  the  General  A^sembly  the  respective  sums  of  money  therein  men- 
tioned ;  to  which  tliey  desire  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate.  And  he 
delivered  in  the  same,  and  then  wiilidrevv. 

The  said  resolution  was  twice  read,  amended,  and  on  the  question 
put  thereupon,  agreed  to  by  the  House. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Lee  do  acquaint  the  House  of  Delegates  there- 
with, and  desire  their  concurrence  to  the  amendments. 
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Mr.  Ellxey  reported,  from  the  commiitee  appointed  to  inspect  the 
enrolled  bills,  that  the  commiitee  had,  according  to  order,  inspected 
several  others,  and  found  them  to  be  truly  enrolled.  And  he  delivered 
them  in  at  the  clerk's  table. 

The  Speaker  then  signed  the  following  enrolled  bills  :

"An  act,  concerning  gold  and  silver  coin." 

"An  act,  to  amend  an  act,  entitled  '  an  act,  for  reviving  several  pub- 
lic warehouses  for  the  inspection  of  tobacco." 

"  An  act,  for  continuing  an  act,  ^milled  *  an  act,  for  appointing  the 
place  for  holding  the  High  Court  of  Chancery  and  General  Court,  and 
empowering  the  said  High  Court  of  Chancery  to  appoint  their  own 
sergeant  at  arms." 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Ellzey  do  carry  the  said  enrolled  bills  to  the 
House  of  Delegates,  and  acquaint  them  that  the  same  have  been  ex- 
amined by  the  Senate,  and  signed  by  their  Speaker. 

A  message  from  the  House  of  Delegates  was  delivered  by  Mr.  Brax= 
ton  :

The  said  resolution  was  twice  read;  and  on  the  question  put  there- 
upon, agreed  to  by  the  House. 

Ordered^  That  Mr.  Rutherford  do  acquaint  the  House  of  Delegates 
liierewith. 

A  message  from  the  House  of  Delegates  was  delivered  by  Mr.  Wat- 
kins  : 

That  they  have  inspected  several  other  enrolled  bills,  and  find  them 

to  be  truly  enrolled  ;  and  desire  that  when  they  are  examined  by  the 

Senate,  and  signed  by  their  Speaker,  they  may  be  returned  to  their 

^  House,  to  be  signed  by  their  Speaker.     And  he  delivered  in  the  same, 

and  then  withdrew. 

Ordered^  That  the  said  enrolled  bills  be  referred  to  the  committee 
appointed  to  inspect  enrolled  bills. 

A  message  from  the  House  of  Delegates  was  delivered  by  Mr.  Pages 

That  they  have  agreed  to  a  resolution,  that  the  Governor,  by  and 

^ith  the  advice  of  the  Council,  be  desired  and  empowered  to  appoint  a 

Colonel  Commandant,  to  take  command  of  all  the  troops  raised  ^ind 

to  be  raised  for  the  defence  of  the  lower  parts  of  this  State^  during  the

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recess  of  the  Assembly;  to  which  they  desire  the  concurrence  of  the 
Senate.     And  he  delivered  in  the  same,  and  then  withdrew. 

The  said  resolution  was  twice  read;  and  the  question  being  put,  that 
the  Senate  doth  concur  with  the  House  of  Delegates  therein. 

It  passed  in  the  negative. 

Resolved^  That  the  resolution  be  rejected. 

A  message  from  the  House  of  Delegates  was  delivered  by  Mr.  Lee : 

That  they  have  agreed  to  some,  and  disagreed  to  other  of  the  amend- 
ments of  the  Senate,  to  the  resolution  for  making  certain  allowances 
to  the  officers  of  tiie  General  Assembly.     And  then  he  withdrew. 

The  amendments  disagreed  to,  were  severally  read;  and  the  question 
being  severally  put,  that  this  House  doth  recede  therefrom, 

It  was  resolved  in  the  affirmative. 

Ordered^  That  Mr.  Lee  do  acquaint  the  House  of  Delegates  there- 
with. 

A  message  from  the  House  of  Delegates  was  delivered  by  Mr.  Page: 

That  they  have  disagreed  to  the  amendment  of  the  Senate,  to  the  re- 
solution, for  banishing  certain  tory  refugees;  and  desire  the  Senate 
will  recede  therefrom.     And  tljen  he  wiilidrevv. 

The  said  amendment  was  then  again  read;  and  the  question  being 
put,  that  the  Senate  doth  insist  on  the  same, 

It  was  resolved  in  the  affirmative. 

Ordered^  That  Mr.  Lee  do  acquaint  the  House  of  Delegates  there- 
with. 

A  message  from  the  House  of  Delegates  was  delivered  by  Mr.  Lee:

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Lee  do  acquaint  the  House  of  Delegates  there- 
with. 

Mr.  Ellzey  reported,  from  the  committtee  appointed  to  inspect  the 
enrolled  bills,  that  the  committee  had,  according  to  order,  inspected 
several  others,  and  found  tliem  to  be  truly  enrolled.

And  then  the  House  adjourned  until  the  first  Monday  in  Octob«^r 
next.
